Stopping Dances May Be 
Giving In To Lawlessness 


EASY, ISN'T IT 


The problem of the teen-age dances 
at Corte Madera Recreation Center is 
sticky indeed. 
We hear it said that teen-agers would 
be less likely to become delinquency 
statistics if they had more good, clean 
recreational 
activities 
provided 
f o r 
them. 
So a fellow starts a series of dances; 
he's a private enterpriser who gets no 
help from the taxpayer’s pocketbook. 
He even pays the freight to hire a 
couple of off-duty law enforcement of­ 
ficers to see that order is maintained. 
As we understand them, his rules for 
conducting the dances follow pretty 
much the same pattern as those ob­ 
served in high school dances hereabout. 
Why then do they have trouble at 
Corte 
Madera 
while 
the 
non-profit 
dances at Mill 
Valley and Sausalito 
seem to operate largely without inci­ 
dent? 
Part of the difficulty lies in that one 
is a public dance with all comers wel­ 
come 
while 
the 
others 
are 
“club” 
dances with an implication at least of 
some control over who is admitted. 
But when you get to the bottom of it, 
the explosive nucleus of trouble lies in 
the area of race relations. 
If Negro bovs come to a dance with­ 
out Negro girls to dance with, the situa­ 
tion gets touchy. Teen-age youths are 
mostly more open-minded on race mat­ 
ters than their elders; many Caucasian 
girls don t object to dancing with Negro 
boys. But once in awhile some Cauca­ 
sian girl s white boyfriend may object 
~-and the fat's in the fire. 
But in a well ordered dance hall such 


as operates in Corte Madera, this situa­ 
tion poses no great problem. 


The problem seems to stem, we are 
told, from a more sinister force. 


From Vallejo or from Richmond oc­ 
casionally 
come 
prowling 
gangs 
of 
toughs (who happen to be Negroes). It 
is said they wait outside the dance hall 
at closing time for the purpose of start­ 
ing a row, presumably to advance the 
cause of integration by looking for evi­ 
dence of segregation which they can at­ 
tack with some violence. 


Why not. we wonder, just turn out a 
double, or triple or quadruple police 
guard about that time and keep them 
present during the 20 minutes or half 
hour that it takes for the dance crowd 
to come out and disperse0 


It isn’t easy for a smaller town to 
turn out so many men for such a short 
period of duty at such a late hour on 
a weekend night, we are told. 


But if w e p erm it the d a n c e s to he 


clo sed d o w n , are w e not s u r r e n d e r ­ 
in g to the fo rces of d iso r d e r and la w ­ 
le ssn e ss? 


It seems clear that the solution is to 
provide sufficient police power to keep 
order and stamp out misbehavior in­ 
stead of penalizing well-behaved young­ 
sters by cancelling their dances. 
To provide adequate police power 
mav cost extra money on a few occa­ 
sions until the issue is decided. But we 
can t think of a more justifiable “extra 
hire 
expense than providing sufficient 
police to prevent violence and re-estab­ 
lish order.

AT THE SAME time, even 
if big power No. 1. didn’t have 
a hand in an overthrow in 
some 
smaller 
nation, 
this 
doesn’t discourage big power 
No. 2 from blaming No. 1 any- 
way. 
When a military junta last 
November sacked the govern­ 
ment of President Ngo Dinh 
Diem in South Viet Nam, this 
country officially disclaimed 
any involvement although it 
was irked by Diem’s slow war 
on communism. 
There wasn’t much doubt, 
though, 
that 
the 
United 
States had made the climate 
for the coup possible by its 
call for reform in Viet Nam. 
The Soviet Union promptly 
accused this country of engi­ 
neering the coup. 


A FEW WEEKS ago, when 
Panam anians 
rioted 
against 
American occupants of the 
Canal Zone. Sen. Kenneth B. 
Keating (R-N.Y ), said it was 
plain the violence was su b­ 
stantially promoted by agents 
t r a i n e d in Fidel Castro’s 
Cuba.

HOW BIG is Novato? 
We are not talking only 
about the number of people 
in it, but the area. 
Novato is a big city in area. 
As one drives through the 
city on Highway 101, he sees 
only a very small percentage 
of the city. It extends from 
the south limits of Hamilton 
Air Force Base to the Peta­ 
luma River and west almost 
to Stafford Dam. 
This sprawling community 
was incorporated out of sev­ 
eral. There was the original 
community of Novato. When 
it was incorporated, it took in 
much of the old community 
of 
Ignacio, 
part 
of 
Loma 
Verde, all of Rafael Village, 
Marin Golf and County Club 
Estates, 
and 
Hamilton 
Air 
Force Base. That base alone 
is a small city or community 
of itself. 
The incorporated city is 
Just four years old. 


HOWEVER, IN those four 
years, very little has been 
done 
to weld 
the various 
ties more than some from 
other parts of the city. 
Even the city government 
does not act as though part 
of this area were inside the 
city. One successful candidate 
for the city council did not 
campaign in Rafael Village 
because he did not realize 
that it was inside the city. 
The city parks and recrea­ 
tion department has a winter 
recreation program going in 
cooperation with the Novato 
I nified 
S c h o o l 
District 
schools but it has ignored the 
schools in the southern part 
of the city, run by the San 
Jose Elementary School Dis­ 
trict. 
In checking the past elec­ 
tions for the city council, 
there have not been any can-

didates from this southern 
part of the city. 
The area left in Ignacio is 
insignificant. It consists of a 
few businesses, but as soon 
as one leaves these, he is back 
in Novato. City administrator 
J. Julien Baget says he is one 
of the few city administrators 
who serves two mayors—M. 
E. Babe Silva of Novato and 
Frank Galli of Ignacio. 
Loma Verde is surrounded 
by Novato and part of it lies 
within the city limits of No­ 
vato. 


RA FAEL VILLAGE 
an d 
Hamilton 
Air 
Force 
Base 
were taken into the city, but 
will always be hard to assimi­ 
late because of the constantly 
changing personnel of these 
areas. However, these people 
enter into community activi- 
councilmen so far represent­ 
ing this segment of the city. 


WELDING A LL the seg- 
ments of the area into one 
city is too big a job for any­ 
one to accomplish by himself. 
The city council can go only 
so far. It should see to it that 
as much effort is expended in 
the southern part of the area 
as in the main section of the 
city. The council made one 
small move last week to see 
if it could help the two school 
district boards get together 
to work for unification into 
one district. 
The chamber of commerce 
has done the most in trying 
to get the entire community 
working together. It calls it- 
self 
the 
“Greater 
Novato 
Chamber of Commerce"—not 
limiting itself to businesses 
within the city. In fact, this 
years 
president 
does 
not 
even live in the city. 
Other community organiza­ 
tions could do well to follow 
suit and try to extend their 
membership and interests to 
include the whole city.

First U. S. Gold Medal! Skater Smashes Record

INNSBRUCK, Austria UP) — 
Terry 
McDermott, 
a 
barber 
from Essexville, Mich., cracked 
the Soviet Union’s long-time 
speed skating monopoly and 
v o n the first gold medal for 
the United States vith a 500- 
meter victory 
today 
in 
the 
ninth Winter Olympic Games. 


The 23-year-old former Mich­ 
igan Tech student, who clips 
hair and shaves customers in 
his dad’s barber shop, trimmed 
one-tenth of a second off the 


Olympic record by flashing the 
546,8 yards in 40.1 seconds. 
The record had been set at 
Cortina, Italy, in 1956 by the 
Soviet Union’s Eugeny Grish- 
nin, who finished in a triple 
tie for second with another 
Russian, Vladimir Orlov, and 
Alv Gjestvang of Norway, all 
clocked in 40 6. 
McDermott outsped 43 skat­ 
ers from 19 countries in giving 
the United States its first speed 
skating medal since 1952. when 
Ken Henry won the 500. 
The medal was the third for 


the United States, with a silver 
and a bronze won previously 
by spunky J e a n Saubert of 
Lakeview, Ore., in the ladies’ 
giant slalom and slalom on the 
skiing slopes of Lizum Valley. 


Earlier, a skiing marksman 
from the Soviet Union, Vladi­ 
mir Melanin, won the tough bi­ 
athlon test and Germans dom­
